A CLOSE AND EXCITING RACE. 


WM. A. SMITH THE CANDIDATE. 


ELECTORS AND DELEGATES APPOINTED. 


The Colored Delegates Opposed to. 
| 


the Nomunation. 


The Convention was calied to order 
by J.C. L. Harriss, Chairman Congres- 
sional Executive Committee. 

On motion of Bullock, of Franklin 
Harriss was made pcrmanent President, 
and Betts, Conway and Hughes, (the 
latter colored,) of Grauville, were ap- 
pointed Secretaries. | 

A Committee of one from each coun- 
ty was appointed on credentials, who 
retired to deliberate, 

During the absence of the Committee, 
Tim Lee, of Wake, offered a resolution 
requiring each candidate upon his nom. 
ination before the Convention, to rise 
and promisc his support to the success— 
ful candidate. 

Maj. W. A. Smith addressei the 
Convention in support of the resolution. 
Said the party had a close and hard 
contest before them, and even with their 
very best man put torward, the result 
would be exceedingly doubtful: 

Several members here rose upon the 
floor, but, 

Johnny McDonald raised his voice 
above the din and confusion, and in 
tones Gi thunder, said “Jet a man talk, 
that could talk.” He was for Grant or 
any Other man. John’s style and man- 
ver showed plainly that he had visited 
the bar-rooms one time too often, and 
before he could proceed further with 
his harangue, he drowned by the 
great noise and tumult of the bedy. 
With great difficulty, the Chairman 
succeeded in restoring order enough to 
enable 

Maj. Wilie D. Jones to rise and state, 
that as his name was prominent before 
the Convention as a candidate in ac- 
cordance with said resolution, he would 
say if lhe was not a good Republican he 
would not now be here. 

Lee’s resolution adopted, 

Badger, otf Wake, as Chairman of the 
committee on credentials, reported all 
the counties represented, with more or 
less delegates, Nash we notice naving 
only one. 

A colored delegate irom Chatham 
(very drunk) came forward, and claimed 
the rigkt to represent his county, not- 
withstanding there were six delegates, 
and while proceeding with his drunken, 
nonsensical harangue, was called to 
order by Bullock, the newly elect of 
Franklin. The drunken Cbhathamite, 
heeded not the Fraklin white man, and 
on he weut, Bullock insisted, when the 
confusion and consternation become so 
great that, 

Dunston, col., of Wake, moved for 
the appointment of a Sergeant-at arms, 
Dunston was accordingly appointed. 

The appointment of this Raleigh 
policeman as Sergeant-at-arms, seemed 
to raise the dander of the drunken 
Chathamite, who swore in his wrath 
that this Convention should not apply 
the gag law to him, and moreover, he 
would not submit to it—(here the con- 
fusion become general over the room, 
and only by the most strenous efforts of 
the Chairman, was the Chathamite 
seated and order restored.) <A colored 
delegate from Franklin, moved to go 
into the nomination. Carried. 

Judge Watts, (an outsider,) spoke a 
piece about his general interest for the 
church, and proposed to raise a sub- 
scription to pay the damages sustained 
by the Convention being held in it. 
Though Col. Young settled the matter 
by promising $5 each from the candi- 
dates, yet, in our Opinion, the damages 
can never be repaired. The waters of 
the river of Jordan could never wash 
away the Radical odor and stain left 
within these sacred walls. | 

The various County. Committees asked 
permission to retire for consultation. 

During the absence of the delegations 
a feebie call was made for Watts, (four 
voices we think). He could not see it. 
A still more teeble call for Reid, the 
Radical evangelist; he$could not hear it. 
H. C. Jones, col., of Wake, both saw 
and heard it and came torward to the 
stand. 

He said he rose for a specific pur- 
pose, that he saw posted on the walls 
over the entire building, flaming bills, 
that read, “subsciibe to the Daily and 
Weekly News, Raleigh, N. C., a live 
Conservative Democratic Newspaper, 
Now he was for making it a dead Dem- 
ocratic paper, (pvor NrEws) and the 
way to du that was to kill the party, 
etc. He then fell into the favorite pool 
of Ku-Klux, etc., where he tloundered 
till the arrival ot the county dele- 
gations, when tne dranken Chathamite 
arose and said, he was opposed to 
hearing men talk, and moved to go into 
the nomination. 

Hinnant, of Johnson, nominated 
Maj. W. A. Smith, of Johnson, suppert- 
ing his candidate in a regular set speech 
of ten minutes length. Said he was 
opposed to new converts, and Revenue 
officials, 

Johnny McDonald concurred in the 
nomination. 

The drunken Chathamite said he dis- 
concurred, that he come here with in- 
structions to vote for Johnny McDonald. 
Now Johnny was working for some- 
body else——-. Here he was interrupted 
by the Chairman, who asked if he in- 
tended to make a nomination, as that 
was only in order. 

Chathamite. How can I make a 
nomination now that Johnny has gone— 
(Great laughter and uproar.) Chatham 
delegation permitted to retire. 


Jos. W. Holden nominated Maj. 
Wilie D. Jones,of Wake,and delivered in 
his behalf the most eloquent appeal of 
the day. 

C. H. Thomas, of Franklin, nomina- 
ted Madison Hawkins, of Franklin. He 
too spoke a piece. wat | 

Williamson, co!. of Franklin, in ad- 
vocating the claims of Hawkins, said 
he was defeated before by carrying on 
his ticket the dead weight of Jim Har- 
riss. During his speech, he was fre-

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quently interrupted with cries of busi- 
ness—business-—will he get drunk, &c. 

The Chairman here called the atten- 
tion of the candidates to Tim Lee’s 
resolution, each came forward and 
“swore pia 

Co). I. J. Young, of Granville, was 
next nominated. 

The Colonel’s horn was blowed by. 
Thomas Bradford, col., of Wake who 
warned the party of inevitable defeat 
sbould he not be nominated. 
_ The Convention was next bored by 
the blackest man in Johnson county, 
who said about as much for Maj Smith. 

Tim Lee, next orated for the good of 
the party—he was for Smith. 

Flemming, col., of Wake, did not 
want to re consume «le time ob de Con- 
vention, but he wanted to know whar 
was all dese men, whar was Gen. Jones. 
He could tell em whar he wus—flinging 
bomb shells at his enemies. He was v 
Jones man out and out. (Heré he was 
interrupted by the drunken man from 
Chatham who had spent about ten 
minutes with morpheus, and waking 
up, insisted on having a say himself.) 
The chairman seated the disturber, and 


Flemming soon eased down At 
this point at least twenty men 
cried out, Mr. Cheerman. This con- 


fusion was increased by calls for the 
question, and _ raised to. its greatest 
height by voices over the room—“Hu- 
rah for Jones” “Oh my Young”—Bully 
for Smith.” The heavy rapping of 
Sam Phillips, at the Metropolitan 
Hall, sunk into utter insignificance 
compared with the extraordinary per. 
formance of Logan Harriss at this 
crisis. Finally order was restored, and 
alter a short speech from Stewart Elli- 
son, the balloting commenced. 

The first and second ballots were in 
favor of Maj. Jones, Smith getting only 
asmall vote. 

While the second ballot was being 
counted, a personal rencontre occurred 
between Col. Young and Major Jones. 
which was promptly suppressed by the 
friends of the parties. 

Atter the 8rd _ ballot, Major Jones 
withdrew in favor of Maj. Smith. 

On the 4th ballot, Maj. Smith was 
elected over Young by only a fractional 
part of a vote. 

We regret that our space will not 
admit of several ludicrous and highly 
amusing incidents which occurred du- 
ring the balloting. Maj. Smith accept- 
ed the nomination .in a characteristic 
speech of about ten minutes.

The 
President, in response, said he had seen 
a map of the route, and it looked to him 
eminently practical. He was convinced 
of its importance, and but for lateness 
of the present session, he would make 
it the subject of special communication 
to Congress. He suggested it would be 
advisable that friends of the measure 
in Congress to obtain introduction sand 
reference of the biil as preliminary to

There were to-day 60,000 office-hold- 
ers in the Federal Government, with 
60,000 place men and this vast horde 
kept together the party which now 
ruled the country.

He 
exposed the absurd attempt of Cald- 
well to make any capital out of the 
charge that he was Swepson’s counsel, 
by showing that after he had drawn the 
same railrcad bills in his capacity as 
attorney, Caldwell himself afterwards 
revised and RE-WROTE THE SAME BILLS, 
and they are new in CALDWELL’s OWN 
HANDWRITING among the records at 
Raleigh. He, Judge Merrimon, with 
Gov. Vance had opposed the railroad 
organization of Swepson & Co., and by 
their efforts had defeated it, while 
Caldwell favored Swepson’s plan. For 
this opposition. SWEPSON BECAME OF- 
FENDED with him, (Merrimon) and was 
very indignant. The Judge stated that 
he had bitterly opposed the ruinous fea- 
tures incorporated in the bill by Cald- 
well himself, and that he had invaria- 
bly denounced and opposed, both pri- 
vately and publicly, the frauds of Lit- 
tlefield and Swepson.

Caldwell that he had unjustly prosecu- 
ted some of the citizens of Burke for 
violating the Revenue law, Judge Mer- 
rimod triumphantly refuted the accusa- 
tion, and showed that Caldwell himself 
had been figuring in a disreputable mat- 
ter in regard to these prosecutions. He 
disposed of the charges about the pub- 
lic printing to the satisfaction of every | 
man present, and his reply was unan- 
swerable and withering. 


CALDWELL’S REJOINDER 


was weak and pointless. He evidently 
labored under the stunning effects of 
Judge Merrimon’s well directed blows 
and fluttered like a wounded pigeon. 
HE MADE NOTHING by his demagogical 
appeals—but injured his cause,
